The gym at Vincent J.

‘There is no doubt this 
facility will have a positive 
impact on the staff and 
students here,”’ said Mr.

Mr. Jamison spoke of the 
huge rate of increase in 
provincial spending for edu- 
cation since 1971, saying that 
when that rate of increased 
spending is projected 10 
years down the road, it be- 
comes clear that ‘we have to 
apply some brakes.’’ One 
way to control costs, he 
added, is by building com- 
munity core schools like this 
one. Referring to a recent 
two-year study done in the 
greater San Francisco school 
region, to determine how to 
approve student achieve- 
ment scores which had been 
dropping in the area, he said 
it was found that neither the 
calibre of school buildings, 
nor the amount spent per 
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child on education could be 
realted to the achievement 
scores of children. So he felt 
education costs can be con- 
trolled while improving the 
quality of education, and that 
everyone interested in edu- 
cation should work together 
to this end. 

He spoke of two concepts 
for which Mr. Vince Maloney 
had supported throughout 
his 20 years in education: 
“Bringing people closer to 
schools” and ‘‘Recognition 
of the uniqueness of each 
child.’’ To make these two 
concepts work Mr. Jamison 
again encouraged people to 


make a contribution to edu- 
cation whether in a large 
way, such as serving as 
trustees, or in small ways of 
involvement in the education 
system. 

The MLA brought good 
wishes from Minister Julian 
Koziak and asked Principal 
John Kaminski to accept for 
the school a Provincial flag, a 
picture and an Alberta Atlas 
for the library. Other pre- 
sentations were a picture of 
Mr. Maloney by Trustee 
Sylvia Walsh on behalf of the 
Board, and a beautiful 
bouquet of roses for Mrs. 
Jean Maloney, ‘‘in appre- 


ciation of the sacrifices you 
have made in order that Mr. 
Maloney could contribute as 
much as he has,”’ said Mrs. 
Walsh. 

Mr. Jamison cut the 
ribbon to declare the build- 


- ing officially open and was 


presented with engraved 
scissors as amomentum of 
the occasion. A tour of the 
school and coffee for the 
visitors concluded the even- 
ing. 

The school comprises 48- 
700 square feet, 42,000 as 
permanent and eight port- 
able classrooms. Total cost 
was 1.4 million dollars.

Councillor Margaret Smith 
said that she found the 
‘*general parameters’ of the 
commission acceptable, th- 
ough she wanted to see the 
body kept small. As far as 
she could see it, the com- 
mission would have the 
authority to bring conten- 
tious issues before town 
council. 

Councillor Rod Throndson 
said he favoured the com- 
mission in principle, but he 
hoped that it would not be a 
group that would take 
authority away from council. 
As long as an effective bylaw 
was drawn up then he could 


accept the commission being 
formed. 

Councillor Myrna Fyfe 
liked the idea of citizen 
participation, but did not 
want to see the commission 
acting as an appeal board as 
this would cause more 
democratic red tape. 

She felt that there might 
be certain frustrations if the 
commission were not res- 
ponsible to the electorate. 

Mayor Plain was hopeful 
that the commission would 
help streamline the admini- 
strative and planning pro- 
cesses in a presentable 
package. 

‘*Perhaps the planning 
commission will bring in the 
diamond which needs poli- 
shing,’’ the mayor added. 

The topic of the MPC will 
come up at the next regular 
meeting of council, Novem- 
ber 10 for further airing.

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® Local boy dies following accident on hazardous road 


It was a bad weekend on 
roads throughout Alberta 
with six fatalities province- 
wide and many accidents of 
the fender bender type in 
Edmonton and St. Albert. 

Injuries received in an 
accident Saturday night on a 
treacherous St. Albert Trail 
resulted in the death of 
Robert Gilbertson, 17, of 8 
Grandville Place on Tuesday 
in the Royal Alexandra Hos- 
pital. 

The accident involved a 
two-car pile-up at 11:50 p.m. 
on Saturday, October 25, just 
.2 miles north of 137th 
Avenue. Robert was driving 
northbound in a Toyota and 
RCMP blame the icy road 
conditions for the accident, 
which caused $3,300 damage 
to the vehicles. With Robert 
were two other young St. 
Albert residents: Neil Mac- 
Leod, 16, of Larose Drive and 
Keith Reeves, 17, of Law- 
rence Crescent. Both sus- 


tained only minor injuries. 
Robert was taken to the 
Royal Alex in serious condi- 
tion. The young people were 
on their way home from a 
show in the city. 

Two city residents were in 
the other vehicle. Neither 
were seriously hurt. They 
were Dennis Prunkal and a 
passenger Lillian Marie La- 
plante both of Edmonton. 

RCMP are asking any 
witnesses of this accident to 
come forward to help them in 
their investigations. 

A second major accident 
involved four St. Albert 
youths on the equipment 
crew for Pitch and Spice who 
were returning from a 
concert by the choir at Fort 
Saskatchewan. They were 
Neil Wenger of Burnham 
Place, driver of the car, Tom 
Colville of Glenmore Cres- 
cent, Jim Scheibelhofer of 
Greenbrier Crescent and 
Richard Lukay of Balmoral 
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Drive. The other choir 
members had left earlier by 
bus and the crew stayed to 
set up for a second per- 
formance Sunday at the Fort. 

Tom, Jim and Richard 
were taken to the Royal 
Alexandra Hospital while 
Neil stayed till the police 
arrived and then was taken to 
Sturgeon General and re- 
leased that night. Jim Schei- 
belhofer was transferred to 
the Sturgeon General on 


Sunday, Richard was releas- 
ed Sunday and Tom on 
Monday from the Royal Alex 
and Jim was released Tues- 
day. 

The accident occurred on 
Highway 28 at 12:30 a.m., 
October 26 one mile north of 
an overpass. 

A north and southbound 
vehicle were involved in this 
accident which caused about 
$3,000 worth of damage to 
both vehicles. 


Police say that apparently 
the car with the St. Albert 
boys spun around and then 
collided with a southbound 
vehicle. They have no par- 
ticulars on the occupants of 
the second car. 

Icy conditions over last 
weekend took many motor- 
ists by surprise and there 
was a corresponding rise in 
the accident rate for that 
period in the St. Albert area. 


A spokesman for the 
RCMP in St. Albert said 
there were about 17 acci- 
dents from the fender bender 
type to a more serious 
nature. The accident rate for 
last weekend was about three 
times what it is for a normal 
weekend. 

Snow swept down over the 
St. Albert Trail late Saturday 
night making that road into 
an ‘-e rink.

REFLECTS 


The Freeze Continues 


The good weather construction has come and gone for 1975 
and the ‘‘wait for Abbey Glen’’ policy has continued to hold 
up other commercial and business development. The 45 
days granted by council to Abbey Glen last April to work out 
basic terms of an agreement for the first stage of a major 
shopping complex has stretched to 184 days. 


If an agreement with Abbey Glen was ratified August 25th 
as it was reported in the media was to be done, why haven't 
the details been made public? 


The economic climate has changed and the large 
department chains have announced only minimal new stores 
for 1976 - most of those in central Canada or Vancouver. 


Meanwhile the indoor double-theatre proposal by Darene 
Holdings has not gone ahead, lacking council approval. IGA 
and a smaller department store did not get anywhere with 
their investigation into locating stores in either the 
downtown or Ball Estate areas. 


The town continues to purchase land downtown, and to 
make offers to purchase ai prices reported in the $6 per 
square foot range. Details of these purchases or offers have 
not been described at regular meetings of council. Prices in 
this range inflate property values, making commercial 
development more difficult to attract. Many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have been invested by the town in the 
downtown core, and taxpayers are paying thousands of 
dollars each month on interest on the borrowed money. 


The only plan for downtown core development so far as can 
be ascertained, is a new Town Hall. This development will 
return no revenue, but rather place a burden on the 
taxpayer. There are those who recall that the present Town 
Hall was planned to accommodate another level, and 
wonder if the opinion of several knowledgeable firms have 
been sought in this regard. 


Traffic and parking problems continue to plague downtown 
businessmen, along with uncertainty about the future of the 
area, and there are some businessmen who do not have 
confidence to plan expansion. 


Yet an attractive, interesting downtown area requires a 
variety of shops, coffee houses and entertainment to keep it 
lively in the evenings. 


It is hoped that council will shortly make known the situation 
for the Abbey Glen complex, with related plans for highway 
widening and bridge construction together with cost 
estimates. And that details will soon be forthcoming on the 
commercial development planned for the downtown core 
and Ball Estate areas. 


On another subject, what is the situation with the proposed 
major regional multi-purpose recreation complex, which the 
mayor was quoted as saying, in an August 12th news report, 
might not get under construction until October? We hope 
council will soon be holding discussions at regular meetings 
on this matter as well.

Moving classrooms out-of- 
doors has become an in- 
creasingly common occur- 
rence in urban education. 
Vital Grandin’s 92 grade five 
students had a_ chance 
recently to do just that and 
loved every minute of it - 
sleet included! 

The students participated 
a five day outdoor education 
experience made possible 
through contributions from 
the Alberta Government, St. 
Albert School District #3-and 
the parents of the children in 
grade five. The students, 
seven teachers and several 
community-spirited volun- 
teer parents left Vital Gran- 
din at 9:30 a.m., Monday, 
October 6 and travelled to 
the YMCA’s Camp Keeway- 
din on Lake Wabamun. Until 
Friday the students were 
involved in such curricula 
oriented activities as nature 
study (plant and animal 
communities; pond study), 
orienteering, outdoor crafts, 
overnight camp-out, canoe- 
ing and archery. As well, 
Calgary Power provided an 
informative tour of the 


nearby Sundance power ge- 
nerating plant. 

Some parents have the 
mistaken idea that outdoor 
education is primarily re- 
creation-oriented. While this 
can be the case, the Vital 
Grandin staff points to their 
main objectives for outdoor 
education: 

1) To develop skills, in- 
vestigative techniques, un- 
derstandings and apprecia- 
tions through direct exper- 
iences in a natural environ- 
ment. 

2) To observe and carry 
out practical applications of 
principles and concepts stu- 
died in the classroom. 

3) To learn the skills as 
well as the safety and en- 
vironmental precautions in- 
volved in outdoor recreation 
such as hiking, camping, 
boating and survival out-of- 
doors. 

4) To give children an 
opportunity to develop deep- 
er social relationships among 
themselves and with adults 
in a natural environment and 
to enhance their sense of 
belonging to and being 


accepted in a group. 

The major obstacle en- 
countered by the Vital 
Grandin Outdoor Education 
Committee was that of 
receiving sufficient volunteer 
help. While over 25 volun- 
teer parents were involved at 
various times during the 
week, Garry Fix, camp co- 
ordinator, conceded ‘‘more 
volunteers would have been 
helpful, Those that came 
were just great but when you 
consider that you have seven 
teachers in charge of 92, 10 
and 11 year olds for a five 
day period the number of 
parent volunteers becomes 
crucial to the success of the 
program.”’ 

Allin all the project was 
considered to be a success, 
especially by the 92 exuber- 
ant students. One student 
was overheard saying ‘‘Aw - 
do we have to go home?’’ on 
his way to the bus Friday. It 
seems that he hadn’t show- 
ered all week and was 
dreading the ‘‘warm”’ recep- 
tion that his mother un- 
doubtedly gave him. 


Students at Vital Grandin Elementary School were provided with nets to capture 
specimens of animals and insects as they were introduce? to pond study during outdoor 
education week. Samples of plant and animal life were taken inside for study in test tubes 
and under microscopes and the children learned how plants and animals live“together in a 
pond. Log books were kept, as in all the studies, for later use in the classroom. 


Instructor Bonar Irving shows young students how to use a compass as part of the 
orienteering studies during outdoor education week for Vital Grandin school. Use of maps 
was also introduced and the course related to both math and social studies programs, and a 
lead to more advanced study of the subject in later grades.

littering incidents near the 
Bonaventure subdivision and 
another about one mile 
southeast of the Newman 
Theological College. 

Mr. Sheckter also said 
there was another similar 
incident in the County of 
Parkland and feels that these 
must be just the tip of the 
iceberg. 

A spokesman for the De- 
partment of Fish and Wild- 
life said Monday that there 
was nothing in the game 
tegulations which says a 
person must bring hides out 
of the bush after the kill. But 
the Department does en- 
courage people to take out 
hides and get them cured ata 
tannery. He referred to a 
tannery in St. Paul where 
euring is done and also said 
that Indians on the reserva- 
lions were always glad to 
receive hides for tanning. 

However the spokesman 
did distinguish between lea- 
ving the untreated hides in 
the bush and dumping them 
afterwards on private pro- 
perty, or road allowances. It 
is perfectly legal to discard 
guts and hide on land set 
aside for dumping purposes, 
the spokesman pointed out. 

Minimum fine for any type 
of littering is $50. 

If Fish and Wildlife offi- 
cials find anyone dumping 
hides at unauthorized points 
they can fine them at least 
this minimum amount, 

The problem is catching 
the offenders.

Farmers were needed 


at home 


Alfred Sevigny and his 
first wife shared a mixed 
farm during World War One, 
right on top of the hill near 
Oblate Mission. 

To ensure adequate food 
supply farmers were exemp- 
ted from war service. St. 
Albert residents were allow- 
ed a limited number of 
coupons, he recalled, for 
sugar, wheat, beef and dairy 
products. 

‘Even though large famil- 
ies found it a little rough,”’ 
Mr. Sevigny said, ‘‘the food 
shortage here was not as bad 
as it was in Great Britain. 

“St. Albert was small with 
only about six to 700 people. 
In small towns, everyone 
And 
everyone was buying food 
with coupons at Perron’s 


Store and Victor Lamere’s 
Store.” 

Mr. Sevigny was too old to 
enlist during World War 
Two, but his three sons were 
soldiers. The oldest served 
overseas for three years in a 
cook camp which followed 
the front line right into 
Germany. 

Another son flew an 
airplane over Dartmouth, 
N.S., which trailed targets 
for practice shots. The third 
son was stationed out west. 

‘I also have a son-in-law 
living in Edmonton who was 
shot down in Belgium,"’ Mr. 
Sevigny said. ‘But not very 
many of the St. Albert boys 
who were overseas during 
World War One were killed 
in action. I can only recollect 
one myself.”’

Phone Serviee doubles in 4 years 


‘Telephone service re- 
quirements in St. Albert 
have more than doubled 
within the past four years,” 
according to Stan Hunt, 
Alberta Government Tele- 
phones foreman in St. 
Albert. Mr. Hunt quoted 
statistics from mid-1971 wh- 
en there were 3,491 tele- 


phone numbers assigned in 
the community, compared to 
7,062 assigned numbers to- 
day. 

To accommodate business 
and residential growth in St. 
Albert, AGT installed addi- 
tional equipment in the ex- 
change. On Friday, October 
17, 1975, the $1.7 million 


dollar project went into ser- 
vice. 

Approximately 1000 more 
circuits were installed be- 
tween St. Albert and AGT’s 
switching centre in Edmon- 
ton to provide greater access 
to the city and long distance 
network. An addition of 
5,200 lines increased the 


capacity of the exchange to a 
total of 14,000 lines and 
telephone numbers. 

All four ‘‘Custom Calling”’ 
telephone services, available 
in St. Albert since July, and 
push-button calling are fea- 
tures included with the new, 
computerized equipment ad- 
dition. 


Students deliver power bills 


Elmer Beisiegel of the St. 
Albert Calgary Power office 
dropped in this week, doing 
his own bill delivering in the 
business district. The office 
has arranged to have power 
bills delivered in the 20 areas 
of the town by school 
students. 

However Elmer pointed 
out emphatically that the 
boys and girls will NOT 
collect cheques or money. 
Bills may be paid at banks, 


the treasury branch or the 
Calgary Power office. 

Under the company’s sys- 
tem bills are due in 30 days 
and after that there is a 1% 
penalty added. After 60 days 
a final notice is sent and the 
company does have the 
authority to cut off power 
after a bill is outstanding 90 
days.

company could decide to stay 
with the delivery system, 


even when mail service does 
resume.

Expansion by Hudson's 
Bay Company, mainly into 
Eastern Canada has been 
gearing down.

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Feelings run high at Horse Hill “gaol” confrontation 


Feelings ram high at a 
public meeting October 22 at 
the Horse Hill school where 
about 250 people gave input 
to the Federal Government, 
mainly against the location of 
a maximum security peni- 
tentiary near Horse Hill. 

A comment from the floor, 
“This end of the county gets 
all the dirt,’’ summed up the 
more inflammatory parts of 
the three hour meeting. 

At the meeting were re- 
presentatives of the MD of 
Sturgeon, the Solicitor Gen- 
eral’s Department, the Can- 
adian Penitentiary Service, 
the Provincial Penitentiary 
Branch and the Prince Albert 
Chamber of Commerce. 

A 237 person signed 
petition was handed in to the 
Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
and the MD’s Secretary- 
Treasurer Alphonse Nobert 
demanding immediate action 


by MD council following | 


fears that the 190 inmate 
maximum security gaol was a 
forgone conclusion. 

At the end of the meeting, 
Deputy Regional Director of 


the Uperational and Preven- 
tive Security Branch of the 
Penitentiary Service T. J. 
Ellis was overheard to say to 
MD officials that any meet- 
ing the MD held should be an 
emergency one. 

Just before the end of the 
meeting a Federal official 
said that tentative construc- 
tion date for the maximum 
security facility would have 
been April next year, in 
answer to a question from 
the floor. 

Most people expressed 
anger at the lack of commu- 
nication between themselves 
and the local MD council 
when they had decided to 
advertize a ‘‘security prison’’ 
using the posting method 
rather than direct advertizing 
or letters to property owners. 

So it was the MD of 
Sturgeon which seemed to 
come out worst at the 
meeting and not the Federal 
Government who tried to 
pour oil on troubled waters 
all through the meeting. 

Mr. Nobert stuck to his 
guns when he faced the

People nail MD 


for better 
communications 


The.cat is finally out of the bag. Or perhaps it should be 
termed ‘‘The Chameleon.”’ 

Last week at a meeting in the Horse Hill School about 250 
people and the public at large were left in no doubt that the 
Federal Government had the intention of building a 
maximum security prison in a ‘‘forgotten’’ area of the MD of 
Sturgeon. 

At first, description of the facility could be termed 


open-ended, as nobody, including the MD of Sturgeon had a | 


clue as to what kind of prison the Federal Government had 
in mind for an area of the MD which is already near the 
provincial maximum security facility at Fort Saskatchewan. 

Not only that, the Horse Hill area also has the doubtful 


credit of having the mental institution of Oliver within its 


bounds, 


Later the MD of Sturgeon were informed by the Federal / s 


Government that they wanted a medium security facility at 


the Sharpe Farm site, which happens to be on prime | 


agricultural land. Then, chameleon like, the government 
researchers decided for a change to maximum security. 

Our society is breeding crime and of course the criminals 
have to be put somewhere. 

The amazing thing is as far as the public is concerned that 
none of this - the Federal Government’s intent to build a 
maximum security facility at Horse Hill - would have come 
to light if it had not Seen for the news media. 

The MD of Sturgeon had posted the site for a medium 
security facility and apparently very few had seen the signs. 
But then the MD found it was faced with a decision by the 
Federal Government to go for the maximum security 
facility. 

What the public is mad about is that from June this year, 
when the MD knew that the Federal Government had 
decided to go for that facility, no word came from the MD 
about the proposed development. 

They are demanding now that there is a better 
communications link between themselves and the MD. And 
the people at the Horse Hill meeting did not like it when the 
Reeve of the MD of Sturgeon Bill Flynn called them a bunch 
of cry babies for what in some cases were very eloquent and 
well thought out protests. 

The representatives of the Federal Government present 
declined to get involved in local politics. One even gave the 
impression that he’a Jone little homework about the Horse 
Hill area and many a question asked by the audience he 
couldn’t answer directly. Also, considering that the meeting 
was for input, [presumably] by the public, so that the 
Federal Penitentiary Branch could make a decision and 
possibly look for another location for their “hot potato,’’ it 
seemed odd that no one seemed to be taking any notes. The 
whole meeting might well have gone into one Federal ear 
and out the other. 

One positive result of the meeting is that the MD told the 
people that they would make sure the prison problem would 
get on to its next November 13 - 14 council agenda, and the 
public will be told of the results. 


packed hall and said that he 
felt that posting was the best 
way to advertize the peniten- 
tiary. But all he met was a 
barrage of cat-calls and 
something which came out 
like, ‘*Did you tell us to drive 
out there? (and see the 
signs). 

Perhaps the worst moment 
came when a member of the 
audience asked why the 
MD had said it had sent 
letters to property owners 
informing them of develop- 
ment on the 120 acres site. 
That was in error admitted 
the secretary-treasurer. 

Another member of the 
audience questioned the 
honesty of Mr. Nobert who, 
according to that person, had 
said in a telephone call that 
the gaol facility had been 
advertized in the Gazette, 
but then said that the 
publicity had been in the 
form of an “‘article.’’ 

“T’ll leave that to the 
people to decide how honest 
that is,’’ the resident con- 
tinued. 


PEOPLE IN HALL SAW 
NOTICES SAYS NOBERT 


Earlier, defending, the 
position of the MD Mr. 
Nobert said that there were 
people in the hall who had 
seen the posted notices and 
that he had told them to 
submit their objections. 

Mr. Nobert said that after 
this he didn’t receive a thing 
from any objector. One 
resident thought that it was a 
little unrealistic to expect 
people travelling at 60-70 
miles per hour on the 
highway to stop and look for 
postings which they didn’t 
know were there. 

Local farmer Neil Duggan 


who headed up the petition 
from Horse Hill residents 
was appalled at the prospect 
of prime agricultural land 
being eaten up by the pro- 
posed development. He said 
that he was getting 65 
bushels of wheat and barley, 
up to 90 bushels in some 
cases, per acre on the land 
proposed for development. 

‘*‘The worst crime is to 
pave agricultural land,’ he 
said. 

Deputy Regional Director 
for Operational Services for 
the Solicitor General’s De- 
partment Brian Geraghty 
concentrated on the positive 
aspects of a maximum 
security facility coming to the 
area; an area which some 
members of the audience 
pointed out already had its 
fair share of institutions like 
Oliver and the Fort Sask- 
atchewan provincial peniten- 
tiary, where five inmates had 
recently escaped from the 
maximum security wing via 
an inbarred window. 

There were more safe- 
guards to the maximum 
security penitentiary he ex- 
plained. 

Mr. Ellis later filled this 
out pointing out that such a 
facility had double fencing, 
armed guards, armed patrols 
guard dogs, metal scanners 
and x-ray machine scanners 
for parcels. Security at 
minimum facilities was re- 
duced with one row less of 
fencing, but still armed 
guards and patrols. The 
medium facility, said Mr. 
Ellis, operated on an honor 
basis with no fences and 
security in the selection of 
the inmates. 

Mr. Geraghty explained 
that it was very much a case 
of getting local people into 


maximum security facilities 
to help rehabilitate the in- 
mates; they were not allowed 
into the community at large. 
In return for that he empha- 
sized that there would be 
ample security to residents 
for their service. 

Looking into the financial 
aspects of the problem he 
said the Federal property 
would give the MD a 
maximum of $10 million in 
assessment which would net 
them $120,000 annually. 

Not only that, salary re- 
venue to the area could be 
$2'4 million, he said. How- 
ever some doubt was expres- 
sed from the audience that 
this would go to local people; 
they felt that people from 
Edmonton and Ottawa would 
see more of that. But Mr. 
Geraghty said that, about 
180 local people might 
benefit from employment 
directly as a result of the 
penitentiary. 

Manager of the Prince 
Albert Chamber of Comm- 
erce George A. Rimmer, 
(Prince Albert is a ‘‘prison 
town’’) quoted figures to 
show that over a given period 
$6 million had been pumped 
into the Prince Albert econ- 
omy directly as a result of 
having a Federal Peniten- 
tiary in the town. 


NORTHERN ALBERTA 
PENITENTIARY 
EASIER ON INMATES 


Mr. Geraghty also pointed 
out that having a peniten- 
tiary in this part of Northern 
Alberta would make it easier 
on inmates. Many of those, 
70 per cent, in the Prince 
Albert institution were from 
Northern Alberta and it 
would seem common sense

to rehabilitate them in their 
own province. 

If the people of the Horse 
Hill area did not want the 
facility Mr. Geraghty pointed 
out that someone would have 
to take on the responsibility 
somewhere else in Canada. 
But as to fears that local 
people would lose their peace 
of mind over possible es- 
capes - one woman express- 
ed fears for her daughter - 
she didn’t want her raped by 
an escapee or a gun held at 
her own head. Mr. Geraghty 
had the following to say. 

He said that not one of the 
audience could point to any 
escape in the last three years 
at major Federal Peniten- 
tiaries like Millhaven and St. 
Vincent De Paul. 

To those who feared that 
the development was going 
to eat up good agriculture 
land Mr. Geraghty made it 
clear that only 16 acres would 
be turned over to concrete 
and the rest of the land 
would be available for 
market gardening. 

But suspicions as to the 
intent of the Federal Gover- 
nment died hard at the 
meeting. One resident asaed 
if in fact the Federal 
Government was not trying 
to put anything over, why 
was there not a meeting a 
year ago? 

The resident wanted to 
censure the MD and said the 
matter ought to be fully 
discussed; it might never 
have been if the media had 
not got on to the story, he 
suggested. 

He didn’t want to see one 
penitentiary (medium) built 
then ‘‘not have a leg to stand 
on when the other was built”’ 
referring to the maximum 


institution. 
Councillor Lawrence Klu- 


the for the MD said that 
there were people living at 
Coronado as well as Horse 
Hill when it had been sugg- 
ested that the prison site 
might be diverted to the 
Coronado Sand Hills. 

Towards the end of the 
meeting Reeve Flynn pro- 
mised that a discussion 
would be held at the next 
regular meeting of the MD 
November 13 and 14 on the 
prison problem and that the 
people would not be left in 
the dark. 

However this did not stop 
one woman in the audience 
throwing out the accusation 
that ‘‘this is the lousiest 
council we’ve ever had”’ 
referring to the MD of 
Sturgeon, adding that she'd 
had a ‘“‘lousy’’ response 
when she complained about 
MD road conditions. 

Another voice echoed that 
if the present dispute were 
not solved then the power lay 
with the electorate to put ina 
new MD council. 

MD councillor for the 
Lamoureux area Hubert La- 
moureux said there had been 
some lack of communication 
and Councillor Walter Van 
de Walle added that he felt 
that council was prepared to 
listen to the people’s point of 
view. 

It looks as though the oil 
will not calm the troubled 
waters until the MD of 
Sturgeon meets next month, 
keeping the people informed 
of the next move in the 
Federal Penitentiary drama.

Canadian Citizen talk 


MLA Ernie Jamison gave 
524 Sturgeon Air Cadet 
Squadron a lecture on Cana- 
dian citizenship last Tues- 
day at Bon Accord Com- 
munity Hall. He explained 
how a new resident of 
Canada seeking citizenship 
applies for landed immigrant 
status, 

The cadets were also told 
that even a baby born in 
another country to parents 
wishing Canadian citizen- 
ship, has to go before a 
judge. However, if a baby is 
born to a service family 
stationed outside of Canada, 
its Canadian citizenship is 
not questioned. 

Capt. Snip Loblick said 
that learning citizenship and 
the military aspects of a 
democratic country are stre- 
ssed by the cadet movement. 
His son, W/O Merlin Lob- 
lick, 1s the squadron’s oldest 
cadet. The cadets are be- 
tween 13 and 17 years old, 
but the legal age limit is 19.

A former Riviere Qui Barre 
teacher Father Walter Fitz- 
gerald has been given an 
award of appreciation from 
the Special Education Spe- 
cialists Council of the Alberta 
Teacher’s Association. 

Father Fitzgerald was gr- 
anted the award October 17, 
at the Calgary Inn for service 
in the education of atypical 
children and young adults in 
Alberta. 

It was way back in 1957 
when Father Fitzgerald was 
asked to start a guidance 
program for young people 
within the Edmonton Separ- 
ate School system who had 
been ‘‘crushed by repeated 
failure.”’ 

In a speech which Father 
Fitzgerald delivered at the 
Calgary Inn, he said that he 
saw the award as a tribute to 
the Edmonton Separate Sch- 
ool Board ‘‘which supported 
my efforts at a time when 
most school boards were 
loathe to spend funds on 
students who in the opinion 
of many people had already 
demonstrated their inability 
or unwillingness to profit 
from facilities and services 
already at their disposal.’’ 

Father Fitzgerald told the 
audience at the Calgary Inn 
that it was in 1955-56, while 
he was attending Marquette 
University on sabbatical, that 
he decided to think through 
the slow learner problem. He 
did a thesis on the subject 
and it was some lines from an 
unknown author postscrip-

ting the thesis which inspired 
him to develop the concepts 
for his slow learner program. 

The lines which gave him 
the inspiration were: ‘‘I am 
only one but I am ONE. I 
cannot do everything But I 
can do SOMETHING. What I 
can do | OUGHT to do and 
what I ought to do by the 
grace of God I WILL DO. 

After returning from Mar- 
quette, Father Fitzgerald 
told how he developed the 
basic concepts for a pre- 
employment program which 
included the work experience 
program. 

In July 1958 after obtain- 
ing the list of students in the 
school system who had failed 
the Grade Nine departmental 
exams, Father Fitzgerald 
“selected those who were 16 
or over and began ringing 
doorbells.”’ 

Nearly all of them had 
decided to drop out of school, 
but 19 were persuaded to 
give it one more try. 

The students were to be 
confronted with the practical 
aspects of school subjects, 
provision for shop and home 
economics courses and some 
typing. 

The academic side of the 
program would take a prac- 
tical approach to English, 
such as how to write a 
business letter, how to make 
a simple concise report and 
how to spell words that 
would be encountered in the 
normal sphere of employ- 
ment. 

Father Fitzgerald pointed 
out how in the September of 
1958, the first pre-employ- 
ment teacher Mr. R. Omoe 
was faced with a very 
dejected group of students. 
Together they had managed 
to fail 53 grades. Mr. Omoe 
was asked to watch for the 
first inklings of success and 
to dramatize these successes 
as a way of encouragement 
rather than have the students 
brood over the failures of the 
past. 

Father Fitzgerald said that 
the class soon responded to 
this approach and soon had 
hopes that they would be 
able to take their place in the

community as productive 
members of society. 

Moreover when the time 
came for them to find em- 
ployment, they had little 
problem in doing so. 

The program flowered so 
much that even as far back as 
1968 a special school was 
built at a cost of more than $5 
million for the developed 
‘Trades and Services Pro- 
gram.,”’ 

Good teaching, Father 
Fitzgerald continued in his 
speech at the Calgary Inn, 
was the key element for the 
success of the program. 

He mentioned former sup- 
ervisor of Guidance for the 
Department of Education 
Mr. A. A. Aldridge as a great 
help in getting the new 
program off the ground. 

Mr. Aldridge brought the 


Edmonton Separate and the 
Edmonton Public School sys- 
tems together to develop and 
refine the program. 

And following the success 
on the local level, the fame of 
the program spread right 
through Alberta with other 
systems trying to make some 
provision for atypical stu- 
dents. 

Father Fitzgerald said that 
his presentation to the ATA 
was the high point in his own 
teaching career. 

He retired from teaching 
two years ago and is now 
Director of Communications 
for the Archdiocese of Ed- 
monton. 

His weekly television pro- 
gram, ‘‘The Open Window”’ 
can be seen Mondays and 
Wednesdays on Channel 10 
Cable TV.
